PAYMASTER-GENERAL’S REPORT. 


PAXMASTER-GENERAL Wm. SMITH, in his annual 
report to the Secretary of War, states that the ap- 
propriutions made for the pay of the Army and for 
the Military Academy proved ample for the past 
year, and that the payments have been effected 
promptly and without loss of funds. Attention is 
call to the great embarrassment under which 
Officers of the Pay Department are laboring asa 
result of the action of the Second Comptroller in 
disallowing settlements made by paymasters under 
direct orders of the Secretary of War, and the Sec- 
retary is urged to renew his efforts to obtain relief 
from Congress from the embarrassments which have 
sprung wholly from obeying orders issued in his 
office. To illustrate the injustice and inconsistency 
ef the Comptroller, the cases of the stenographer 
and expert witnesses in the Whittaker case is cited. 

Anotber paymaster has a still larger sum dis- 
allowed in a settlement of his accounts on precisely 
the same grounds. In this case, also, a of the 
sum disallowed grew out of the trial of Cadet Whit- 
taker; the remainder was for service in a later 
court-martial. It is at least singular that while 
these disallowances of the later date are still ad- 
hered to in the Treasury Department in the ac- 
counts of ope paymaster, tinal action in the same 
office of the Treasury Department is exactly the re- 
verse in the case of accounts submitted by another 
paymaster. In these two cases the accounts were 
a da in the same month; the services were rendered 

y the same anagem gh at the same price, and in 
the same court-martial; the accounts could not be 
more nearly parailel; full credits are given in one 
case, not so in the other. Another example is 
found in tbe matter of what is kuown as limited 
and unlimited passenger fares. There is nothing 
in the law specifying the character of the transporta- 
tion, but the officials of the Treasury rigorously hold 
to the cost of “limited” tickets. It follows in many 
cases that officers who actually paid for unlimited 
tickets are not permitted to recover “the cost of 
transportation actually paid,” as specified in the 
statute. If it should happen, as it frequently does, 
that the paymaster allows the price of ap unlimited 
ticket bis accounts are checked for the difference. 

The Paymaster-General also takes exveption to 
the action of the Comptroller in limiting allowance 
for sleeping-car fare to exclusively night service, 
nolding tbat there is nothing in the law to warrant 
a distinction between day and night service. 

In view of the difficulty in adjusting mileage ac- 
counts, the Paymauaster-General urges a change in 
the law, basing mileage payments wholly upon the 
distances travelled, ins of the present arrange- 
ment of four cents per mile and actual cost of trans- 
portation. It is recommended that ten cents per 
mile be made the rate.

TROOPS AT THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


THE annual report of Maj. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, 
commanding the Depertmeat of the Missouri, gives 
a historical review of the Sioux war of last winter— 
its causes, episodes and results. In concluding bis 
remurks on the campaign, Gen. Miles says: 

Notwitls ding the fact that the voleano has cooled 
down, the fires of discord still remain. Even while the hos- 
tages we - at Fort Sheridan they received communications 
from their triends in the Sioux camps saying that they bad 
not given up the conspiracy of a grand uprising of the Indi- 
aps, andthat the Utes were ready to join the Sioux when- 
ever they were ready to resume hostilities. Communications 
have been discovered going op between the different camps 
joating the Indians to hostilities, and even pow (the report 
is dated Sept. 14) there isa delegation from the Indian Ter- 
ritory absent, ostensibly to visit relatives at the Arapaboe 
and Shoshone tions in Wyoming. They have, in 
fact, gone across the mountains, and are now in the abodes 
of the supporters of the Messiah delusion, near Pyramid 
Lake, in Nevada. 

During the months following the serious disturbance of 
the peace, the confidence of all bas been restored. Many of 
the settlers bave gone back to their abandoned homes and 
ranches, and the Indians have resumed their accustomed oc- 
cupations. The affairs are gradually adjusting themselves, 
after being ina stateof transition for atong time. The 
days of large holdings of land by the Indians ia common will 
eventually cease, and the Indians take up lands in several- 


ty. 
Gen. Miles says in regard to the Chicago Fair : 


It would seem advisable to take advantage of the occasion 
to mobilize or assemble what is known as the National 
Guard or State Militia. The Constitution has very judi- 
ciously and wisely reserved the control of these forces to 
the various State Governments, but, as a means to promote 
the efficiency of the various organizations, it would be well 
to assemble them, under Congressional enactment, with the 
approval and authority of the various State Governments, 
in one national encampment at least once in a generation. 
As there has been no gathering of that magnitude since the 
armies were dis in 1865, I would respectfully recom- 
mend that the militia be brought together at this peace 


jubilee. 
Most of the members of the National Guard who are en- 
fased in the great industries of the country will desire to 
—— at the exposition at some time during its session, 
nd many of them would prefer to come with their organi- 
zations, in order to combine with the encampment the ben- 
efits of the exposition. It would also beneficial to the 
State organizations to be brought togetber in one national 
encampment, where they would have the advantage of 
meeting troops from other States. 

The reasonable reduction of rates in other countries for 
such movements of 2 and frequently given in this 
country, would reduce the aggregate coset, say. for 90,000 
State troops and 10,000 Federal troops, to $850,000 approxi- 
mately. For that purpose I would respectfully recommend 
tbat Congress be asked to make the necessary appropria- 
tion and to provide the requisite authority for such a 
movement. 











THE NAVY AT CHICAGO. 


Carr. R. W. MEADE says that the “brick ship” 
that is to constitute the main feature of the naval 
display in Chicago is well under way, and will un- 
doubtedly be completed by next September. Con- 
siderable unexpected expense has been incurred by 
the construction of a large drainage tank under the 
ship 1n accordance witb the rules of the loca} direct- 
ory. Tbesbip will be erected on piling so as tohave 
the apeesrance of being moor to a wharf. Its 
length is 348 ft., width amidships 69ft.3 in. Height 
from water line to top of military mast, 76 ft. 
Above this is signaling fiag-staff, 24 feet long. The 
battery, mounted, will be four 13in. breech-loading 
rifle guns, eight 8in. breech-leading rifle guns, four 
6in. gem | rifle guns, twenty 6-pounder 
repid-firing guns, six 1-pounder rapid-firing guns, 
two Gatling guns, and six torpedo tubes or topedo 
guns. Ihe turrets and redoubts for the 8in. and 
i3in. guns are to be made up of cement on metal 
lathing fastened to a wood framing, and are to have 
all the appliances for operating them. A 13in. gun 
is 44ft. long, and weighs with its carriage 116 tons. 
The transportation and placing of so much weight 
upon a structure such as is described being imprac- 
ticable, the difficulty of showing what the real bat- 
tle ship carries has been overcome by building the 
gun of cement over a wooden tube, to be rifled, and 
fitted with a breech plug complete, the finish of the 
cement being such as to give it the appearance of an 
actual gun.

THE VALPARAISO OUTRAGE. 


DesPaTcHEs of Oct. 23, from Valparaiso, say that 
“ Lieutenaut James H. Sears, of the U. 8. Baltimore* 
started for Santiago this afternoon, bearing with 
bim a communication from Captain Schley, of the 
Baltimore, to Caoited States Minister Egan, contain- 
ing the full result of the inquiry made by Captain 
Schley into the killing of Boatswains Mate Regaao 
aod the wounding of several othersof the Balti 
more’s crew, as wae told in the despatches of last 
week.” Another report says: 

in Schley, when the news of the outrage was com- 
— to him, convened at once a B.ard of Inquiry. 
The officers composing the Board made a rigid investiga- 
tion into all the circumstances connected witn the affair. 
Their report to Captain Schley showed that the assault was 
not only a brutal and cowardly one, but that it was wholiy 
unprovoked. The most searcbing scrutiny failed to develop 
that our sailors were intoxicated, or that they were in avy 
sense the aggressors. On the contrary there is abuodaot 
evidence to show that the assault was preconcerted, a 
that it grew out of the intense hatred which the Coilian 
people entertain for the United States and for any repre- 
sentative of the United States. 

Captain Schiey’s despatch shows that our sailors, to the 
pum of forty or more, were separated in groups in dif- 
ferent parts of the city, and the tact that the murderous 
attacks occurred at liy the same hour furnisbes the 
strongest proofs that they were deliberately planned in

Uatil tne ti 
arrives to disclose the result of the investigation he 
cannot admit that the disorders ta Valparaiso or the 
silence of hie department should appear as aa ex- 
pression of unfriendlioess. toward the Government 
of the United States which might put ia peril the 
friendly relations between the two countries.’”

THE NEW DRILL REGULATIONS. 


Gur publication of the most essential portion of 
the “New Drill Regulations for Infantry” has met 
with such a phenomenal success that we must ask 
the indulgence of those who may have been delayed 
a day ortwoin the receipt of copies ordered. We 
expect to have every order filled by Saturday night 
of this week, as a second edition was ordered on Fri- 
day. Since the Regulations were in type we have 
received a proof of the portion of them already put 
into type at the Government Printing Office. A 
comparison shows but a single trifling errorin our 
edition, and that is a typographical one. The refer- 
ence in 225, page 20, to par. 11, should be to par. 141. 
As the correct reference ie given first place, no one 
can be misled, as it clear that the reference is not to 
par. 11. The word “ break,” five lines from the bot- 
tom of par. 191, should come out and the sentence 
ends with the word * Order.” 

Over seven thousand copies of the “New 
Drill Regulations” have been ordered of us thus far 
and the orders appear but to have just begun. Our 
edition has these solid merits: It is the only correct 
one thus far; is avery neat and handy publication, 
following the style of the Government edition now 
in press, and, finally, it is extremely low in price— 
fifteen cents a copy or twelve dollars a hundred.

OUR RELATIONS WITH OGILI. 


THe dignity of bearing and calmness of judgment 
displayed by our Government in dealing with the 
troublesome Italian question is again shown in its 
action concerning our difference with Chili. Th 
instructions sent through the Department of State 
to Minister Egan are all that any American can ask. 
It is understood that they were prepared by President 
Harrison himself, Mr. Blaine not having yet re- 
sumed active work in his department. Whatever 
the facts, the position taken by the Government 
is one that capnot be criticised. This much is 
known : that sailors from an American man-of-war 
have been brutally assassinated in the streets of 
Valparaiso. The current criticisms upon Minister 
Egan do not effect the question, for it is on the re- 
port of the officers of the United States steamer 
Baltimore that our Government is proceeding. 
A judieial inquiry is proceeding at Val- 
paraiso under the direction of Judge Foster. Its 
results may throw farther light upon the responsi- 
bility for the outrage upon our sailors, which un- 
doubtedly originated in a popular feeling of hos- 
tility against the United States. For the conse- 
sequences of this the Chilian Government will 
hardly assume to make itself responsible. That 
the reasonable demands of the United States will be 
insisted upon we do not doubt; that every proper 
consideration will be shown to the difficult position 
of the Chilian Government we are equally sure of. 

Meanwhile war with Chili goes on vigorously in 
the daily papers. Those who must assume the 
responsibility for actual fighting in case of need are 
not so ready with words. When they act, if act 
they must, they will do so with a promptness and 
vigor which will show the stuff of which our Ameri- 
can Navy is made. It is well that we should re- 
frain from drifting into war with Chili through 
misunderstanding of our position. That has been 
made clear beyond question, as it should be. It is 
unfortunate that the Chilians, with whom we 
should certainly be on good terms, are in such a 
state of excited feeling toward us. The popular 
sentiment should be allowed for in dealing with® 
the Ohil ian Government, but this allowance cannot 
go to the extent of permitting such outrages. 








A SLIGHT impetus is being given Indian enlist- 
ments with the approach of cold weather. Word 
comes from Captain Lee that a beginning has finally 
been made among the young bucks in the Indian 
Territory, and the belief is expressed that there will 
soon be a liberal num ber willing to don the uniform 
of the U.S. soldier. A nucleus has been formed 
for three additional com panies within the past few 
weeks, making ten companies in all, ranging from 
four to thirty men each, that are in process of 
organization. Up tothe present time fifty-seven 
Indians have been enlisted. The total number de- 
sired 1s fourteen hundred. 





THE exact date for Secretary Proctor's 
retirement from the Cabinet depends upon 
the completion of his annual report. Novem- 
ber 1 was the time generally fixed upon, but the 
rush of business during the past few weeks has 
delayed work on his report, and it is doubtful now 
if he will turn over the control of the War De- 
partment to his successor much before November 
15. The changes in the political affairs of New 
Hampshire during the past week makes it highly 
improbable now that ex-Governor Vheney will be 
appointed his successor. Developments of the 
past few days have caused the impression among 
many in official cireles that Hon. 8S. B. Elkins, of 
West Virginia, will be the next Secretary of War. 





AN exceptionally well informed European corre- 
spondent writes us saying : ‘‘There is no doubt about 
the massing of Russian troops on the frontiers of 
Roumania, Austria, Germany. Fyom St. Petersburg, 
Berlin and the English Intelligence Department, I 
have private information that more than ninety pet 
cent. of Russia’s effective European army is now 
offensively posted against the west, leaving only 
enough in other parts to save her frontiers from 
savage incursions and keep political exiles from 
escaping. The number on paper is 650,000—that 
is, if the Russian regiments are up to their nominal 





strength. They probably are not, but even if you 
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knock off 25 per ct., in deference to stealings in 
the Quartermaster’s Department and dishonesty in 
the superior officers, the relative proportion of 
frontier troops to the whole number under 
arms remains. This means that Russian mobilizing 
facilities are so bad that she has to keep the bulk of 
her army concentrated long before she expects to 
strike.” ‘‘Sergius V.,” in his letter in the North 
American for November, confirms this information 
saying: ‘‘The ukase of the Ozar forbidding the ex- 
portation of rye and oats was issued for military 
reasons, not economical reasons. Since Aug. 1 
more than 800,000 Russian troops—a majority of 
them Cossack cavalry and light troops—have been 
moved into Southwestern Russia from the East. 
There are now 640,000 troops of all arms established 
for precautionary and disciplinary purposes between 
Odessa and the Pruth and Warsaw. To secure the 
comfort and efficiency of this vast body of troops, 
the Russian Government gave orders months ago 
for the concentration in these provinces of adequate 
supplies of grain of the necessary kind.” 

















We have the reports of the Adjutant General of 
the Army, of General Howard, and other annual 
reports, which we must reserve for another week, 
We have aiso several communications concerning 
the report of the Phythian Naval Board, and other 
correspondence for which we shall then be able to 
make room. 








LIEUTENANT JOHN £. Myers, U. 8. A., Inspector 
of Small Arms Practice, Department of Texas, re- 
ferring in a recent report to the often heard re- 
mark, “ Target practice is dying out,” says: “* The 
enthusiasm born of novelty has died, but target 
practice has taken its place beside guard and drill 
as a necessary parc of a soldier's training.” 
Permit us to add, long may it be firmly kept there 
and not suffered to relapse into a perfunctory duty 
to be shirked whenever there is an opportunity. 





An inquiring, and, we fear, sarcastic, correspond- 
ent writes us: ‘‘ Now that we have such a comfort- 
able system of examination for promotion estab- 
lished, some of us would like to know, if you can 
tell us, where the promotion comes in?” It is rather 
early as yet to venture a reply, and we can only 
suggest in the concluding words of Dumas’s roman- 
tic work, The Count of Monte Cristo, “ Wait and 
Hope.”’ 








A Lonpbown despatch says: “ Military and other 
circles and the public in general were startled Oct. 
28 by the publication of the details of another mu- 
tinous outbreak upon the part of the Grenadier 
Guards, arising out of the quality and quantity of 
rations. The military authorities admitted the ac- 
curacy of the story, saying frankly that ‘ unreason- 
ing compliance with orders was no longer obtain- 
able from men who were permeated with quasi 
education.’ ”’ 








A “CAVILLER" writes: “ Will the recent decision 
of the Secretary of War, that ‘clocks are not re- 
garded as necessary for the offices of Acting Com- 
missary of Subsistence at military posts,’ be likely 
te affect the prompt issue of rations?” As this isa 
vital question, affecting the stomach of the soldier, 
we prefer to await developments before committing 
ourselves to a definite reply. If the commissary 
officer or sergeant happens to own a watch, perbaps 
the official decision may not prove detrimental. 








MAJOR-GENERAL SCHOFTELD will receive the 
thanks of tbe Army at large for the expression of 
opinion in his recent annual report, that one of the 
things now most to be desired is “‘a reasonable in- 
crease in the compensation, and consequent dignity, 
of the non-commissioned officers of the line.”” And 
80 it is, a most desirable necessity, and we think the 
non-coms. of the general staff would do well to rest 
their claimsin this direction for atime,and take 
into consideration that but for the line they would 
have no existence. Measures of vital necessity are 
too often swamped by the pressure of measures 
which could well afford to lie over. 








Tue Marine Corps Uniform Board, consieting of 
Major P. C. Pope, Captain R. L. Meade, Captain 
R. 8. Collum and Lieutenant F. J. Moses, bas finally 
completed their labors and their report is now with 
the Commandant of the Corps for transmission to 
the Secretary of the Navy. A radical change is re~- 
commended in the uniform and equipments for the 
enlisted men which, it is believed, will add greatly 
to their comfort and improve their personal appear- 
ance, Only a few modifications are recommended 
in the officers’ uniform. A black helmet has been 
adopted for both officers and men. ‘The officers’ 


overcoat has been changed to permit the sword to 
be worn outside of the coat. The stripe on the offi- 
cers’ trousers is increased to % inch in width for 
undress and 1 inch for full dress, the former to 
be all red and the latter red with a thread of gilt. 
On servicé dress occasions officers will be permitted 
to wear present design of shoulder knots on full 
dress coats. The present device for helmet is modi- 
fied by omitting the shield now used and increasing 
in size the cap device. A white skeleton cap is 
adopted for officers and men, to be worn on fatigue 
aboard ship and in barracks during the summer. 
The undress coat for officers and men is abolished. 
The epaulettes have been abolished and knots sub- 
stituted in the uniform ot the men. For the present 
double-breasted coat a single-breasted tunic has 
been substituted. A new pattern shoe, broad toe, 
comfortable and well made, has been adopted. For 
summer wear a tan-colored shoe is proposed. The 
present undress cap is improved by the substitution 
of a gossamer top for leather. A better class of 
gloves, a working suit, hair and wire-woven mat- 
tresses, sheets, pillow-cases, towels, are among many 
other improvements proposed for the enlisted men, 
A better quality of cloth, both in textureand color, 
has been adopted for the standard. 





BrRevet MAJjor-GENERAL CHAS, SmiTH, colonel, 
19th U. S. Infantry, after a distinguished military 
career dating from Oct. 19, 1861, will be retired for 
age Nov. 1. When the war broke out he was a 
civilian, wae appointed captain of the 1st Maine 
Cavalry, rose to colenel, was mustered out in Au- 
gust, 1866; in July, 1866, was appointed colonel of the 
28th U.S. Infantry, and in 1869 was transferred to 
the 19th Infantry.

DEPARTMENT NEWS. 


Dept. of California.—Briy. Gen. Thos. H. Ruger. 


In his annual report Brig. Gen. Thor. H. Ruger 
tells of the efforts made to patrol the Yosemite and 
Sequoia parks, and says that the duties have been 
performed with discretion and by the exercise of 
power within the limit authorized by law. He sug- 
gests that general necessary rules, applicable to all 
parks should be made, preferably by statuce, with 
suitable pamelies for infringements, and that the 
powers of the troops employed in the enforcement 
of rules for the protection of the parks be more 
clearly defined. Gen. Ruger further remarks: “The 
effect of recent legislation providing for the trial of 
minor offences * the summary court, and for grad- 
ing within fixed limits punishments not specificall 
fixed by law, has been decidedly beneficial to di 
pline. There has been in the past year a marked de- 
crease in the per cent. of desertionsin the depart- 
ment, pearly one half as compared with former 
years. No doubt the effect of laws recently enacted 
giving the soldier election for discharge upon good 
conduct after three years’ service, and the purchase 
of discharge, during the second and third year of a 
first enlistment has been very beneficial in dimin- 
ishing desertions.” Hesays: “Our unpre con- 
dition as to sea coast defences is so weil known and 
bas been reported upon so comprehensively that I 
allude to the matter only with the purpose, upon 
coming in command of a department, in reference 
to which the state of the sea coast defences is of first 
importance, to add my opinion to that of others that 
we have not done by efficient legislation sufficient 
to meet requirements, especially with respect to 
armaments.” 


MILITARY ACADEMY. 


Cox. JoHn M. Witson, Superintendent of the 
Military Academy, in his annual report to the Ad- 
jutant General recommends a moderate increase in 
the corps of cadets by restoring to the President the 
——— of appointing ten cadots eaoh year. With 

bis the Avademy would probably be able to send 
out to the country from 70 to 80 graduates every 
year. is recommended that candidates be re- 
quired on the lst of April of each year to report for 
physical examination to the nearest medical officer 
of the Army immediately after receiving their let- 
ters of appointment, and should they be pronounc- 
ed qualified they should be admitted without fur- 
ther physical examination, provided they pass the 
mental tests. These mental examinations should be 
held under the direction of the Academic Board of 
the U.S. Military Academy, and if necessary mem 
bers of che Board can be detailed to be present at 
the more important points. 

Among otber recommendations made by Col. Wil- 
son are the following: That two or three officers be 
ordered annually to receive instructions at the ob 
servatory of the Academy for a period of about 9 
months to fit them for general exploration and sur- 
veys; that senior assistants in the department of 
law and guonery be known as the asst. prof. of law 
and asst. instructor in ordnance and gunnery, hav- 
ing the pay and emoluments of the assistant profes- 
sors in other academic departments. That the 
Board be reorganized as follows: One teacher of 
music, who shall have the rank, pay and emolu- 
ments of a 2d lieutenant so long as he shall remain 
such teacher of music; that the Academy be sup- 
plied with more modera armament; that a detach- 
ment of not less than 30 artillery soldiers be ordered 
for — the batteries, and that 50 strong draft 
horses be supplied for this purpose.

THE MIANTONOMOHG LN COMMISSION. 


THe commissioning of the double-turreted moni- 
tor mtonomoh adds to our Navy the most form- 
idable vessel we have afloat. if the opportunity 
ever offers she will demonstrate the folly of those 
who have decried the monitors in spite of the con - 
vincing demonstration of their superiority to every 
other type of battleship. 

Following are the names of the officers so far or- 
dered to the Miantonomoh: Capt. Montgomery 
Sicard, Lieut.-Comdr. Asa Walker, Lieut. E 
Capehart, Chief. Kogr. G. W. Magee, and Surgeon 
James W. Flint. 

One hundred men were assigned to the monitor 
and the remainder of the crew will be ready ina 
few days. Should the monitor be called upon to go 
to sea, she can leave next week. 

The Miantonomoh has been in course of construc- 
tion since the war, having been originally built of 
oak. She was rebuilt of iron in 1872, and in 1883 she 
was taken tothe Navy-yard, where she has since 
been undergoing alterations and repairs that have 
——e made a new ship of her. The monitor 

acks no modern feature. She has 12¢ inches of 

compound armor on her sides and turrets. Each 
turret contains two 10-inch modern rifles, throwing 
a 500 pound steel projectile. On her superstructure 
and military mast she wi!l carry two 6 pound and 
two 3-pound rapid fire guns, two 37-millimetre re- 
volving cannon and two Gatlings. The total cost 
of the Mia is nearly a millon and a half 
of dollars. She bas a length over all of 262 feet and 
her extreme breadth is 55 feet and 2 inches. 

Kogineer writes to the N. Y. Times from _ Brook- 
1yv, N. ¥., comparing the Maine with the Mianto~ 
nomoh, greatly to the advantage of the latter. He 
says: **The two sbips are now in view of each other, 
and the difference in the type has caused some dis- 
cussion by passing officers, and one remaik was re- 
peated by a number of different officers, to the effect 
that were they to have to fight in either ship they 
would prefer to go in the Miantonomoh. This is not 
to be wondered ar, for whereas the Maine presents 
a buge target, so little of tae Miantonomoh is ex- 
posed that enough armor could be put on what is 
exposed, namely, the two turrers, and the foot and 
a half above water line, to render it almost perfect- 
ly safe. The monitor sbould not be dropped. Con- 
ditions have been modified, but not changed. The 
duty it did so well once it would do again. But the 
Government bas made a new departure in the con- 
struction of the American harbor defence ram. She 
is to bave low freeboard and a protective deck. Her 
battery will be four 6-pounders. she will have a 
conning tower, with 18 inches thickness of armor. 
Her speed will be“but 17 knots. If with these she 
combined the essential characteristics of the moni- 
tor, if her 18 inch armored conning tower should be 
turned into a turret with heavy guns, if she had 
more displacement, and so more power and speed, 
and her sides were armored above the water line, 
she would unquestionably be the most effective and 
d rous battleship afloat. The ram-monitor 
would besuperior to any bigh freeboard armored 
battleship that could be built.”

The claim is made by Mr. Cole, of Pittsburg, that 
aluminium bad been added to steel by the Cleve- 
land Rolling Mill as far back as 1886. Ina paper be- 
fore the last meeting of ne American Institute of 
Mining Engineers, Prof. J. W. Langley showed how 
this metal bas replaced ferro silicon as a quieting 
agent for steel, preventing piping. Prof. J. O. Ar- 
nold showed that the action of aluminium is twenty 
times as powerful assilicon, and the steel thus made 
is far superior in ductility and toughness and is 
freer from blow boles. This action is also chemical, 
and the aluminium readily decomposes carbonic 
oxide below steel melting heat, with the formation 
of alumina and free carbon. By adding .06 of alum-
